3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claims 1, 17, 41 the prior art as taught byKikuchi(US 7,319537 B2) in view of 
Leurig (US. 2003/0014368) and further in view of Li( US 7,496,234 B2) do not teach on render 
obvious the limitations recited in claims 1,17, 41 when taken in the context of the claims as a 
whole, selecting, by a demultiplexor executing on a client, a TWAIN proxy application from a 
plurality of TWAIN_proxy applications executing on the client communicating with a server via 
a presentation-level protocol , issuing, by the TWAIN proxy application, a TWAIN Apphcation 
Programming Interface (API) call to the associated image acquisition device, based on the 
received command; receiving, from the image-acquisition device, an acquired image in a 
response to the issued TWAIN API call; and as recited in the independent claims 1, 17, 41 . 
Moreover, evidence for modifying the prior art teachings by one of ordinary skill level in the art 
was not uncovered so as to result in the invention as recited in claims 1, 17, 41 .
